In  1841¿   wliile    cónsul    Larkin  was 

striving  tó  induce  tlie  inliabitants  of  tlie 

golden  State  to  place  themselves  undor 

the.protection  of  tlie   American  Eagie 

and    í^orbes   was  intriguing  with    Fio 

Pico  and   otliers  for  the  purpose  of  in- 

ducing  the  Californiuns  to  hoist  upon 

the  fort  of  Monterey   the  flag  of  Great 

Britain;  thó  King  of  Franocí,  who,  ever 

since  the  unfortunato  war  of  tlio  pastetei, 

h;<d  kept  a  watchf  ul  eyo^pon  tliis  coun- 

try,  dispatched  to  Upper  California  an 

emissary  well  providcd  with  money  and 

letters  of  rtcommendaiion  to  the  most 

influentidl  inhabitauts  of  Monterey,  San 

Diego  and  Los  Angeles;  that  emissary 

bore  the  aristocratic  ñame  of  Duílot  de 

Mofras.     Of  his  political  intriguos  we 

will  Bay  but  little,   for  they   are  well 

known  to  every  person  acqnainted  with 

the  history  of  this  country;  but  as  to  his 

behavior  whiie  in  Montere^^  a  fow  it'ems 

which,  till  to-day,  have  never  bcen  di- 

vulged,  will  be  highly  interesting.  Such

DON   PABLO  DE  LA    GUErwIÍA, 

Has    narrated    to    us     the     foUowing 

facts    which     we    i)rint     in    her    own 

words.     "In    1811,  while   my  liusband, 

William  Hartnell,  at  that  time  Visilador 

General  de  las  iMmoneutela  A  ¿la  California, 

was  in  San  Diego  attending  to  oííicial 

aíTairs,  there  appeared  at  my  farm  hous© 

at  Alizal  a  stranger,  who,  on  finding  the 

door  of  the  library  unloeked,   entered 

within  its  walls  and  immediately  began 

to  search  every  nook  and  córner;  one  of 

my  indian  servants,  who  had  noticed  the 

newly  arrived  guest,   and   had  kept  a 

watch  on   his   doings,   carne  to  me   in 

great  hurry  and  notifiííd  me  that  thcro 

was  a  Gtrangér  in  the  houae.     I  ordr-red 

him  to  return  to  the  library  and  ask  the 

intruder  v.diat  business   he*wished   to 

transact  with  me;  but  the  only  answer 
he  obtained  was  a  peremptory  ordor  to 
take  ca-e  of  his  liorse.  I  hastcned  to 
the  library,  and  pcrcciving  there  a 
Rtranger  inquired  of  him  what  riglit  he 
had  to  soarcii  tho  prívalo  })apers  of  my 
husband.     He  replied  that  he  \va.s  called 
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That  he  was  a  member  of  tho  French 
Legation  in    México;  that  he  traveled 
through  Upper   California  by  order  of 
his    King,   and   that  having    met    Mr. 
Hartnell  in  San  Luis  Bey  had  from  him 
obtained  permission  to  stop  in  Alizal  as 
long  as  he  pleased;  that  acting  on  that 
invitation  he  had  made  bold  to  intrude 
upon   my  premises.     I  wondcred   thát 
Mr.  Hartnell  should  have  írivoii  so  nn- 
limited  an  invitation  to  a  stranger;  I  also 
wondered  that  I  had  not  been  notifirid  of 
his  arrival  in  San  Luis  Bey,  but  know- 
ing  that  my  liusband  was   proverbialy 
hospitable,  I  did  not  heiútate  to  order  a 
room  for  Mr.  Mofras,  and  extended  him 
an   invitation  to  dinner.     Whilc  at  my 
table  he  found   fanlt  with  every  one  of 
our  dishes,  he  however  did  f  all  justice 
to  the  wine.     At  night  he   li^tcued  to 
our  playing  on  tho   piano  and  then  he 
retired  to   rest.     Unfortunatoly   in  his 
sleeping  room  I  had  do])osite(l  a  barrel 
of  the   choicest  wino,   which  my  fathor 
had  sent  me  from  Santa  Barbara  to  be 
given  to  the  priests,  who  used  it  while 
saying  mass  in  our  prívate  cha])el.     The 
wine  was  oí  superior  quality,  and  much 
sought  after  })y  every    foreignor   who 
visited  this   country.    'Next  morning  at 
broakfast  my  guest  not  making  his  ap- 
pearance,   1   detailed  a  servant  to   cali 
him;  but  Mr.  Mofras  not  giving  any  an- 
swer  to  his  repe^ted  calis  I  ordered  the

>;y  íhenchman  lay  dead  drunk, 
Bedding  in  a  filthy  etate,  and  many  gal- 
lons .  of  tlie  v.'iiio  missing  from  the 
barrel.  A  spell  of  sickness  overtook  the 
drunkard;during  days  I  watched  over 
him  with  the  cara  of  a  motlier;  at  last 
he  got  stronger,  took  daily  rides  on 
horseback,  and  citen  returncd  home 
drurik.  For  my  husband'rs  sako  I  never 
complained.  One  day  however  he  sud- 
denly  left  taking  along  with  him  a

Belonging  to  Mr.   Hartnell.     I  did  not 
mi¿s  the  property  until  the  return  of  my 
husband;  who,    wiien  informcd  of  íha 
behavior  of  De  Mofras,  fclt  very  indig- 
nant,  and  assured  mothafc  he  had  never 
seen  the  man,  and  much  less  given  him 
authority  to  stop  at  his   house.     Later 
in    tho   day,   having    found    his   trunk 
broken  oi^en  and  rifled  of  its  contonts, 
I  sat  about  taking  the  roquired  steps  to- 
wards    obtaining  a  clue   to  the   robber, 
and   shortly  after  made  the   discovery

Lat«  Ralns  in  former  Seasons  in  California. 

The  ietter  and  relative  memorándum  given  below, 
communícated  to  the  Chronicle  by  Mr.  Thomas  O.  Lar- 
kin,  will  be  read  with  delight  at  this  time  by  all  inter- 
estcd  in  the  prosperity  of  the  country.  There  is  no 
reason  to  fear  that  the  rains  of  the  present  season  are 
at  an  end.  The  farmer,  the  miner,  the  merchant,  the 
storekeeper,  all  who  are  dependent,  remotely  or  directly, 
(and  every  one  resident  herc  is  so,)  in  the  gold  and 
agricuitural  producís  oí  tíie  State,  wiil  be  glad  to  learn, 
^on  so  reliable  an  authority  as  Mr.  Larkín,  that  heavy 
rains  have  often  fallen  in  California  long  after  this  pe- 
riod  of  the  year. 

f^DiToRs  Chronicle  : — I  handyou  a  memorándum  of 
rain,  which  I  have  taken  from  my  oíd  books,  as  written 
at  the  time  by  myself.  I  had  a  more  fuU  accountof  the 
weather  in  Monterey  from  1833  to  1840,  with  the  rates 
of  the  thermometer.  This  I  gave  in  18ó0  to  the  editor 
of  a  New  York  paper,  who  mislaid  it. 

By  my  memorándum,  you  will  see  that  it  is  not  un- 
common  to  have  a  wet  season  after  the  month  ot  March. 
I  do  not  believe  there  are  any  "  signs  of  the  times"  to 
judge  of  a  California  winter.  During  the  winter  of  '41- 
'42,  or  '42-'43,  there  was  not  rain  in  Upper  California 
sufíicíent  to  raise  the  water  in  the  rivers  oneinch.  Cat- 
tle  died  on  some  of  the  ranches  from  the  drought.  On 
other  ranches  the  drought  was  not  so  severely  fclt. 
There  happened  to  be  some  wheat  and  corn,  with  plenty 
of  beans  on  hand  from  the  former  crop ;  but  flour  was 
so  scarce  that  people  in  Monterey  gathered  around  an 
oven  where  bread  was  being  baked,  before  the  bread 
was  put  in,  in  order  to  take  their  turn  or  chance  to  pur- 
chase  a  loaf.  There  was,  however,  no  want  of  food  of 
other  kinds.

Los  habitantes  de  California  no  habiendo  tenido  otra  cosa  a  que  dedicarse  mas  que  á  la  vida  campestre  y  pastoril,  y  a  sus  ocupa- 
ciones rurales,  ignorantes  hasta  de  las  leyes  de  su  mismo  pais,  sin  asistencia  ninguna  de  Abogados  que  los  aconsejasen  legalmente,  y 
de  los  cuales  habia  muy  pocos  en  California,  elogian  de  entre  ellos  mismos  sus  jueces,  los  que  ignoraban  lo  intrincado  de  los  términos 
técnicos  de  las  leyes,  y  por  supuesto  inadecuados  y  poco  versados  para  esa  posición  delicnda  de  la  mngisiratura  forense;  diseminada  la 
población  en  una  grande  estension  de  territorio,  escasamente  podian  esperar  que  los  titulos  por  los  cuales  poseían  y  mantenian  sus 
tierras  sus  antepasados,  en  muchos  casos,  mas  de  medio  siglc^,  podrían  con  suceso  sufi-ir  un  examen  legal  escrupulosamente  critico  ante 
un  tribunal;  oyeron  con  sorpresa  y  desmayo  que  por  una  acta  del  Congreso,  se  nombró  una  Comisión  con  la  ficultad  de  examinar 
todos  los  títulos,  confirmar  ó  desaprobar  los  que  en  su  juicio  considerasen  propio,  no  dudando  que  ese  Honorable  Cuerju)  tuvo  por 
norte  el  mejor  interós  del  Estado,  ha  producido  el  efecto  mas  desastroso  a  los  que  tienen  el  honor  de  suscribir  esta  petición,  pues  no 
obstante  que  los  tenedores  de  tierras  con  títulos  emanados  del  Gobierno  Mejicano  ó  Español,  no  les  exigía  la  ley  que  los  presentasen 
á  la  dicha  Comisión  para  confírmalos;  a  ese  pesar,  toda  esa  clase  de  títulos  fueron  de  un  [roli)e  puestos  en  duda,  cuestionable  su  ori(>-eii. 
y  por  lo  tanto  sin  valor  para  que  pudiesen  ser  coniírmados  por  la  Comisión,  habiendo  sido  todos  de  facto  compeUdos  a  presentar  sus 
títulos  á  dicha  Comisión  para  su  confirmación,  bajo  la  pena  de  que  si  los  retenían  en  su  poder,  se  tendrían  como  tierras  publicas. 

Ignorando,  los  que  representan,  entonces,  las  formas  y  trámites  de  los  tribunales  Americanos,  so  vieron  compelidos  a  emplear 
Abogados  Americanos  para  que  presentasen  sus  reclamos,  pagándoles  enormes  emolumentos,  y  no  teniendo  otros  ivcursos,  escepto 
sus  tierras,  con  que  salir  al  frente  de  sus  gastos,  fueron  compelidos  a  dar  una  porción  do  la  tierra,  en  muchos  casos  una  cuarta  parte  y 
otros  aun  mas. 

El  descubrimiento  de  las  minas  de  oro  llamó  una  iinensa  inmigración  á  este  pais,  y  percibiendo  que  los  títulos  de  los  antiguous 
habitantes  se  ponían  en  duda,  cuestionándose  su  validez,  se  desparramaron  sobre  las  tierras  tomando  posesión  de  las  mejoras  de  los 
habitantes  como  ¡pertenecientes  a  las  tierras  publicas,  muchas  veces  embargando  hasta  las  casas  en  que  habían  vivido  muchos  años  con 
sus  familias,  llevándose  y  matando  sus  ganados  y  destruyendo  sus  cosechas,  asi  es  que  los  que  antes  de  este  tiempo  poseían  inmensas  J 
cantidades  de  ganado  que  se  contaba  i)or  miles,  muy  luego  se  encontraron  sin  nada  ;  y  los  hombres  que  fueron  los  dueños  de  muchas 
leguas  de  tierra,  no  tuvieron  la  pacífica  posesión  ó  uso  i^  de  una  sola  vara. 
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d  rv,,  de  los  .mpuestos  de  las  propiedades,  y  habla  muy  poca  propiedad  en  el  nuevo  Estado,  si  no  eran  las  diebas  tierras.     Onerosos 
npuestos  se  requ.neron  por  nuevas  leyes,  los  que  no  pagindosc,  las  propiedaded  eran  vendidas  absolutamente.     Privados  del  uso  de 
-    .  t,en-as,  de  las  que  no  obtenían  ningún  producto  lucrativo,  los  du,  ños,  fueron  compolidos  á  hipotecarlas  eon  el  objeto  de  salir  al 
ente  al  pagamento  de  los  nnpucstos  vencidos,  que  se  aumentaban  constantemente.     Con  tales  hipotecas  tan  depreciadas  y  a  por  la 
neert,dumbre  de  su  or.gen,  sin  productos  ni  rentas,  no  podían  obtener  los  dueños  de  dichas  tierras  dinero  prestado,  sino  pagando  inte- 
se.  enormes.     El  .úteros  ordinario  en  esos  tic.npos  era  muy  subido,  y  con  tales  seguridades  era  exhorbitante ;  mas  eran  compelidos  á 
vender  o  perder  sus  tierras ;  también  eran  compelidos  á  pedir  dinero  prestado  hasta  para  comprar  las  cosas  mas  ncesarias  para  la  vida 
lí-sperando  que  la  comisión  de  tierras  hubiese  tomado  una  acción  pronta  .sobre  la  revisión  de  sus  títulos,  y  los  relevase  de  la  penuria 
en  que  yacan,  hipotecaban  sus  terrenos  pagando  intereses  compuestos  de  tres  á  diez  por  ciento  al  mes  frecuentemente      El  esperado 
alivio  no  llegaba;  la  acción  de  la  Comisión  se  dilató  mucho ;  y  después  que  dicha  Comisión  daba  su  adjudicación  sobre  los  titulo, 
aun  era  necesario  también,  pasar  por  una  ordilia  muy  rigurosa  en  la  Corte  de  Distrito,  y  algunos  están  pendientes  hasta  ahora  en  ll 
Oorte  Suprema  de  la  Nación.     Aun  apesar  de  la  confirmación  final,  sufrían  una  dilación  demasiado  larga,  (y  en  muchos  casos  hast.a 
e.u.mpo  presente;  las  medidas  del  Agrimensor  General  de  los  E.  U.     El  Congreso  General  descuido  hacer  las  apropiaciones  para  ese 
objeto  y  fueron  otra  vez  compelidas  1  sufrir  otras  nuevas  exacciones  para  pagar  los  gastos  de  las  medidas,  6  esperar  aun  mas  tiempo 
bajo  la  continua  exhaustacion  de  tan  pesados  y  usurarios  impuestos.     Muchas  personas  paragon  los  gastos  de  los  agrimensores  y  este 
-««to  ,u.  ce  hecno  la  causa  de  objcccion  en  Washington  ;    las  medidas  hechas  por  los  dichos  agrimensores  fueron   deshechada«  las 
píitentcs  negadas ;  por  la  misma  razón  de  que  ellos  habian  pagado  las  medidas.     Mas  de  ochocientas  peticiones  fueron  presentadas'á  la 
Comisión  de  tierras  y  ya  han  pasado  diez  años  de  dilación,  y  todavía  no  se  han  expedido  mas  de  cincuenta  patentes. 

Los  que  representan,  no  pudiendo  salir  al  frente  á  tales  exaccione..,  por  intereses,  impuestos  y  gastos  de  litigaciones  asi  como 
mantener  a  sus  familias,  eran  nuevamente  compelidos  k  vender  poco  á  poco  la  mas  grande  parte  de  sus  antiguas  posesiones.  Al<runos 
que  habían  sido  en  un  tiempo  los  mas  ricos  proprietario.s,  no  les  queda  ahora  ni  un  piü  de  tierra,  viviendo  hechos  objetos  de  caridad 
a  la  visla  de  las  leguas  de  tierra  que  antes  tuvieron  con  sus  miles  de  ganado  suyos;  y  nosotro.s,  quienes  por  una  estricta  economía  é 
inmensos  sacrificios  hemos  podido  conservar  una  pequeña  porción  de  nuestra  propiedad,  hemos  oido  con  temor  y  desmayo,  que  nuevos 
proyectos  de  ley  se  lian  iniciado  para  mantenernos  en  una  larga  suspensión,  absorbiendo  6  consumiendo  hasta  el  último  frao-mento  de 
las  propiedades  que  nos  legaron  nuestros  antepasados.  Asi  mismo  vemos  con  el  sentimiento  mas  profundo  que  se  hacen" esfuer/os 
para  inducir  á  esos  Honorables  Cuerpos  á  pasar  algunas  leyes  que  autorizen  mis  of  lieview,  íl  otros  procadiniientos  legales,  á  fin  de 
continuar  todavía  la  prolongación  litigioíia  de  nuestros  reclamos. 

La  injusticia  manifcsta  de  tal  acto,  aparecería  claramente  á  esos  Honorables  Cuerpos,  cuando  se  considerara  que  los  nativos 
^¿ahforn.os  lueron  una  gente  agrícola,  solamente,  y  han  querido  continuar  lo  mismo  ;  pero  sirviéndoles  de  obsticulo  el  genio  empren- 
dedor  de  los  Americanos;  quienes  han  tomado  posesión  de  sus  terrenos;  apropiándose  sus  ganados,  destruido  sus  arboledas,  tirados 
ellos  entre  los  extraños  á  su  idioma,  costumbres,  leyes  y  usos. 

Los  ,pie  suscriben  humildemente  representan  que  el  Bill  of  Eeme.v,  tal  cual  se  ha  propuesto,  tornavía  de  ellos  el  pequeño  rema- 
nente que  les  queda  de  sus  anteriores  y  vastas  posesiones  h  inquietarla  por  muchos  aüos  en  adelante  los  títulos  de  tierras  en  el  Estado 
por  el  que  no  solamente  daüaria  á  los  que  suscriben  y  á  los  que  han  comprado  de  ellos  de  buena  fe,  sino  también  á  los  ciegos  que  no 
viendo  el  mal  cometido,  ellos  mismos  se  dañan  :  se  violaria  la  íh  de  una  nación  magnánima  empeñada  en  Guadalupe  Hidalgo  con  un 
enemigo  vencido  con  honor,  y  se  robarian  los  derechos  de  los  que  conííaban  en  la  magnanimidad  misma  de  los  vencedores.  ° 

Los  que  suscriben  respetuosamente  exponen  que  si  la  fó  y  el  honor  del  Gobierno  do  los  E.  U.  empeñada  solemnemente  su  hubiese 
mantenido  sagrada  hacia  á  ello.s.  Sonora,  la  Baja-California  y  toda  la  parte  del  porte  de  Méjico,  viendo  con  envidia  el  estado  feliz  de 
ios  nativos  Californios  bajo  su  nuevo  gobierno,  estarían  clamando  co  i  ansia  desde  mucho  tiempo  liá  por  la  admisión  en  la  gloriosa 
Confederación  ;  pero  ahora,  advertidos  del  estado  desgraciado  en  que  se  encuentran  los  Californios  se  adhieren  con  una  desesperación 
frenética  á  la  leve  sombra  de  protección  que  aun  tienen  bajo  el  confuso,  débil  6  inseguro  gobierno  del  infortunado  Méjico,  mirando 
alarmados  y  con  angustia  la  conquista  que  se  aproxima. 

No  seria  menos  próspero  el  pueblo  Americano  y  el  Estado  de  California  en  tal  evento;  si  los  títulos  de  tierra  se  hubiesen 
confirmado  a  sus  poseedores,  los  terrenos  no  habrían  tenido  mas  valor  que  el  precio  del  Gobierno;  se  habrian  cubierto  de  casa^  y 
(amibas,  siendo  dueños  de  las  tierras,  y  las  habrian  usado  con  atención  y  cuidado  para  sn  futuro  cultivo  y  valor,  cuando  de  facto  se 
sentían  transgresores  sobre  las  tierras  y  no  dueflo.s.propictarios;  la  han  cultivado  solan  ente  como  de  paso  y  para  su  uso  presente  •  lo 
han  deva.stado,  agotado  su  fertilidad,  destruidas  las  maderas  sin  el  menor  miramiento  ni  respeto  del  futuro.  Habria  sido  mucho  mljor 
para  el  Estado,  y  para  los  nuevos  establecidos  mismos,  si  todos  los  títulos  de  terrenos  cuyos  expedientes  aparecían  regularmente  regis- 
trados en  los  archivos  Mejicanos,  se  hubiesen  declarado  válidos;  si  los  poseedores  de  títulos  emanados  de  los  gobiernos  anteriores^se 
hubiesen  declarado  dueños  en  perpetuidad  y  los  poseedores  de  terrenos  presumptos  como  en  todos  lo  países  civilizados  se  considera- 
rían dueños  legítimos  de  la  tierra,  y  el  gobierno  ó  cualquiera  pcr.sona,  d  oficial  que  pretendiese  la  contrario  lo  podria  afirmar 
únicamente  ante  los  tribunales  regulares  del  j.ais  de  conformidad  con  el  curso  ordinario  de  los  procedimientos  juridicos.  Eso  habria 
aumentado  la  gloria  de  los  vencedores,  obtenido  la  confianza  y  respeto  de  los  vencidos,  y  contribuido  á  la  prosperidad  materíd  de

"  'Padre'  Tomas  in  the  Mission  of 
San  Gabriel  raised  and  sold  yearly,  to 
the  Russians,  three  ship  loads  of 
wheat.  Second — ThaL  the  same 
'Padre,'  for  the  purpose  of  knowing 
whether  the  vine  would  do  woU  or 
not  at  that  Mission,  planted  a  vine- 
j^ard  of  fofty  thousand  vines.  Third 
— That  the  orauge  orchard  of  San 
Gabriel  was  scarcely  iu  bearingat 
the  time  when  Don  Luis  Vignes 
planted  an  orangery  in  Los  Angeles 

city.  Fourtli — Tliat  oranges  were 
never  sold  ia  California  until  long 
after  1846." 

From  other  sources  which  hither- 
to  I  had  considered  reliable,  I  have 
been  informed  that  Father  Tomas 
Estenega  first  carne  to  the  Mission 
of  San  Gabriel  about  1835,  or  subse- 
quent  thereto.  That  the  first  vine- 
yard  planted  within  the  limits  of 
Ihe  present  State  of  California  was 

Clanted  at  the  Mission  of  San  Ga- 
riel,  and  that  all  the  vines  atid 
vineyards,  of  the  Mission  grape  va- 
riety,  in  California,  are  the  oíT- 
springs  of  that  one  vinéyard;  frota 
which  cause  this  vineyani  wasunl- 
versally  known  throughout  Califor- 
nia as  *•  La  Viña  Madre" — the 
mother  vinéyard — and  that  it  was 
planted  about  the  cióse  of  thu  past 
century.  That  this  mother  vine- 
3'ard  was  on  the  southwest  of  the 
church,  and  a  short  distance  to  the 
east  of  the  tírst  hollow  west  of  the 
church.  That  it  contained  about 
10,000  vines,  and  that  it  remaín* 
ed  a  bearing  vineyani  quite  or  near- 
ly  up  to  the  time  of  the  transfer  of 
California.  That  about  1818  Father 
José  Maria,  a  man  of  great  inteliect 
and  undaunted  enterprise,  who  built 
up  theprosperity  of  San  Gabriel  to 
its  highest  poiut,  planted  a  viné- 
yard of  forty  thousand  vines  a  little 
to  the  northeast  of  the  church,  asan 
experiment  totest'theqaality  of  the 
soil  for  the  growth  of  the  vine  in 
that  local ity.  That  the  orauge  or- 
chard of  San  Gabriel  was  in  bear- 
ing previous  to  1820,  and  that  Don 
Luis  Vignes  first  carne  to  Los  An- 
geles in  1832  or  lb33.  That  for 
many  years  previous  to  l830,  and 
for  more  than  lialf  a  score  of  years 
the«*eafter,  oranges  were  brought,  in 
pro|)ortion  to  the  numberof  con- 
.«•umers,  in  large  quantii-iesfrom  the 
orange  orchard  of  San  Gabriel  and 
sold  in  the  town  of  Lo?  Angeles, 
and  that  they  were  carried  up  an(i 
down  the  coast,  both  by  water  and 
land  and  sold  at  the  towns  and  mis- 
sions  of  California. 

As  I  am  endeavoring  to  arrange 
some  personal  and  historical  reniin- 
iscences  of  California,  which  may 
be  published,  and  am  anxious  to 
avoid  as  far  as  possible  historical  er- 
rors  and  mis-statements,  of  which 
there  are  now  an  abundance  in 
print,  I  shall  rest  under  many  obli- 
gations  to  you,  if  through  your 
qJF/Jmns,  you  or  any  of  yourcorres- 
poñdents  or  readers  will  direct  mii 
to  indisputable  evldences  for  sus- 
tainiíig  the  alleged  historical  íacts 
set  f(  rth  in  the  verlaiul  Monthly, 
so  that  1  may  corieet  iiiy  uoteri,  and 
not  add  to  the  existing  errors  into 
^lich  writers  upon  topicsconnected 
Wth  California  have  unfortunately 
fallen.

Reply  to  Col.  Warnor— Interestiug 
Historical  Mexuorikliilia. 

Editor    Evenino    Express:— 
Father  Salvidea  was  the  Priest,  pol- 
itician  and  promoter  of  indnstry   at 
the  Mission  of  San  Gabriel;  whether 
his    christian    ñame   was  Thomas, 
José  o r  Juan   it  is   immaterial.     It 
was  he  who  brought  the  firstorange 
seed   from    Lower  California.    The 
ñame  of  his  mayordomo  was  Clau- 
dio   López.     Father    Salvidea    was 
quite  int]mate   with   many  of  our 
citizens  now   living,   and   after  his 
falling   from   power,   by    reason   of 
the  jealousy  of  the   new  Mexican 
Republic,heused  toseekconsolation 
in  talking  of  past   events.     He  pur- 
sued  the  íollowing  method  in  plant- 
ing  the  seed:     He  aowed  the  orange 
seed  in  little  pots  or  earthen   pans 
made  by  the  Indians,   placed   tliem 
in  rows  and  had  them  watered  reg- 
ularly,  every  morning  and  evening. 
When  they    reached   a   respectable 
size,  he  had  them    removed   to    the 
grouíid  he  had  already  prepared  for 
them,  and  which  forms  tlie  present 
orctTaTTTor  15aTT~TIaT)ríel,    and   only 
consisted  of  about  300  trees.     That 
any  of  them   produced   as  early   as 
1820  cannot  be  proven;  the  evidence 
in  the  archives  is  against  it.     That 
they  were  sold  for  a  profit   is    posi- 
tively  denied,  save  that  the  Indians 
were  permitted  to  take  sueh  as  were 
not   consumed  at  home,   and  sell 
them  for  a  trifle.     This  was   the  be- 
ginning  of  orange  planting  in    Alta 
California.     This  was  the   ñame   ot 
the   Father  who    commenced    this 
industry,  and  he  was  also  the  exper- 
imentalist  of  vineyards  on  a  large 
scale.     He  was  not  the  first  planter 
of  vines;  years  before  his  time  they 
were  planted  in  the  county  of  Mon- 
terey,  and  from  Monterev  the  vines 
were  distributed.    So  the   '*Mother 
Vinéyard"    was    not  San   Gabriel. 


Republic,  that  looked  up^n  it  as 
material  of  war  and  not  of  industry, 
and  caused  the  priest  and  politician 
to  be  deposed,  fearing  that  he  was 
an  agentof  Spain,being  used  toover- 
throw  the  new  borr»  Republic.  I 
will  venture  to  say  there  are  men 
as  oíd  as  Col.  Warner  noW  living, 
and  quite  as  intelligent,  who  are 
familiar  with  all  these  fact«,  and 
some  who  have  had  quite  as  elassic 
advantagesasthe  Colonel,  who  will, 
I  hope,  at  the  hproper  time,  en- 
lighten  US. 

The  correspon(jence  of  Governor 
Fa^es  with  the  Intendente  of  Chi- 
huahua, who  was  in  charge  of  the 
Californians,  in  characterof  viceroy, 
at  the  cióse  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tTury,  does  not  develop  theexistence 
of  orange  orchards  or  vineyards;  he 
devotes  his  observations  to  pasture 
and  cattle,  which  were  the  only  in- 
dustries worth  noticing.  If  the 
Colonel  will  prove  more  accurate 
about  what  existed  here  at  the 
morningof  the  present  century  than 
stated  by  me,  he  will  be  a  better 
historian  than  those  who  try  to  fix 
the  date  of  oui^own  era. 

Salvidea  was  siienced  by  the  new 
Government,  became  moróse  and 
unhappy.  Helived  here  t(/  converse 
with  many  of  our  now  living  citi- 
zens. Padre  Sánchez  became  one 
of  his  superiors  before  his  death,  and 
with  whora  I  have  myself  been  on 
the  most  intimate  terms.  I  make 
no  pretentions  to  be  a  sabe  lo  todo, 
but  will  be  delighted  with  the  idea 
that  Don  Juan  is  goi ng  to  take  the 
bushel  from  oíf  the  light  that  is  in 
him.  We  are  in  hopes  that  he  will 
confer  upon    us  tbi»?  pleasure.     Our 

Í^eneration  is  entitled  to  it,  and  the 
ong  and  observant  Ufe  of  ck»i.  War- 
ner justifies  US  in  expecting  from 
his  graceful  peu  a  valuable  additioo 
to  our  history.

That 
they  were  sold  for  a  proflt  ia  posi- 
tively  denied,  save  that  theindians 
were  permitted  to  take  such  as  were 
not  consumed  at  home,  and  sell 
them  for  a  trifle.  This  was  the  be- 
ginning  of  orange  planting  in  Alta 
California.  This  was  the  ñame  ot 
the  Father  who  commenced  this 
industry,  and  he  was  also  the  exper- 
imentaiist  of  vineyards  on  a  large 
scale.  He  was  not  the  first  planter 
of  vines;  years  before  his  time  they 
were  planted  in  the  eounty  of  Mon- 
terey,  and  from  Monterev  the  vines 
were  distributed.  So  the  "Mother 
Vineyard"  wae  not  San  Gabriel. 
A  retired  Sparush  otíicer,  wlienseed 
could  be  obtained  from  thisorchard, 
planted  a  few  trees  and  some  vines 
on  a  spot  cióse  to  where  the  clicks 
of  the  Aliso  milis  are  now  heard. 
The  river  washed  in  an  unlucky 
hour  a  portion  of  the  trees  away, 
together  with  some  vines.  In  the 
year  1832  Don  I^uis  Vignes  carne  to 
Los  Angeles  from  the  Sandwich  Is- 
lauds,  and  purchased  out  the  pro- 
perty  of  the  disgusted  Hidalgo  for 
$50,  and  added  to  the  viña  many 
mor  trees  and  vines,  fortified  the 
place  against  the  encroachments  of 
the  river,  and  builtup  the  place  that 
we  all  so  often  enjoyed  at  more  re- 
cent  dates. 

Padre  Salvidea  was  the  Yankee  of 
those  days;  he  was  looked  upon  by 
the  new  Government  more  as  a 
politician  than  priest.  Whether 
his  Christian  ríame  was  Pedro  or 
Tomas,  Col.  Warner  is  at  liberty  to 
ascertain.  He  was  a  man  of  en- 
lar^íed  views,  his  first  experiment 
of  forty  thousand  vines  was  followed 
in  a  few  years  by  three  hundred 
thousand.  Not  only  this,  but  he 
actual ly  sent  for,  and  received  in 
part,  iron  sufficient  to  inclose  this 
vast  field.  These  were  the  ships 
that  in  return  received  the  wheat  in 
parb  pay,  aod  this  was  tiie  iron  that 
f i^citfd  tbe  BUBpioiop  oí  ih«  infapt

healthy  trees.  Persons  residí  ng  in 
the  northern  and  middle  couniies, 
by  pursuing  this  cour.-e,  will  have 
their  trees  from  infancy  acclimated 
to  the  latitudtí  where  they  are  des- 
tinedtogrow.  The  sced'liiigs  will 
be  in  perfect  condition  for  trans- 
planting;  and,  in  fact,  if  care  be 
taken,  tlie  imlividual  tree  will  not 
show  by  any  check  in  its  growth 
that  it  has  been  removed  from 
where  it  íirst  germinated.  The 
Ítem  of  íree-buying  is  a  matter  of 
fancy,  and  should  not  be  set  dovvu 
as  a  neeessity. 

The  care  and  cultivation  make 
r>nother  item  of  wiiich  the  expense 
is  Sí)  me  what  exaggerated.

The    orchard    of  orange  trees    of 
San  Gabriel  wasscareely  in  bearing 
when  Don  Luis  Vifcnes  planted  his 
orchard  in  Los  AnifLdes.      Next  fol- 
lowedthatot  Wilíiam    VVolfskill  — 
not  Alfonso— and  next   that  of  Don 
Manuel  liequena.       These  liLtle  or- 
chards  we  e  enciosed  by  an    adobe

The 
orange  tree  plantad  by  the  farmer, 
his  son,  wife,  or  daughter,  will  be 
watched  in  all  the  progress  of  its 
growth  to  fruition  with  iníinite 
pleasure.  The  period  of  reaping  the 
pecuniary  reward  will  soon  ron 
round,  and  then  the  orange  orchaid 
will  be  a  lastí ng  heritage.

The  orchard  of  orange  trees  of 
San  Gabriel  wassrarcely  In  bearing 
whei]  Don  Luis  Vignes  planted  his 
orchard  in  Los  Anirele^.  Next  fol- 
lovvedthatot  Williain  Wolfskill  — 
not  Alfonso— and  next  tiíat  of  Don 
Manuel  Requería.  These  liltle  or- 
chards  vve.e  enclosed  by  an  adobe 
\val¡,  as  vvere  those  of  the  Míssídus 
of  San  Gabriel  an<l  Shti  Fernaiwlo. 
Manyof  the  oíd  fainllies  follovved 
til  ese  exaoiples  l)y  planting  a  few 
tiees  in  their  respective  court-yards, 
I  can  safely  say,  there  was  not  a  tree 
planted  vvith  a  vievv  to  proíit,  and 
not  an  orange  s:)!d  until  long  after 
the  advent  of  the  Ainericans.  The 
fruit  was  cultivated  for  home  use, 
and  f  >r  the  useof  friends  less  fortu 
nately  situated. 

In  tlie  year  18ó,%  Matthew  Keller 
and  Doctor  Halsey  obtained  s;hh1s 
froin  Central  America  and  Hawaii, 
aii(i  planted  nurserles.  Doctor Hal- 
sey's  nursery  was  the  niost  exteii- 
sive.  While  his  plantation  was 
very  yon ng, the  doctor  wascrossed  in 
sonie'love  niatters,  studied  Andrew 
Jackson      Davis     inore    thoroughly 
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thun  lie  <ÍMÍ  Downing,  and 
on  a  spiritual  niission  F.ast,  leaving 
liis  nursery  in  care  of  Judge  I.  S.  K. 
Ogier.  The  latter  sold  the  nursery 
for  a  song  to  William  Wolfskill, 
wliose  place  was  adjo¡nin.r,  and  tile 
orchard,  now  the  prop  ity  of  Miss 
Francisca  Wolfskill,  is  the  result. 
It  is  a  very  pretty  property — per- 
haps  ihe  iargest  l)ear¡ng  orange  or- 
chard in  the  Unitt-d  States.  At 
ieast,  I  have  uot  seen  any  as  large 
in  Florida,  Louisiana,  or  in  Cul)a. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  look  at,  is  a  source 
of  great  proíit,  and  could  not  be  in 
better  hands. 

The  orchard  of  Mr.  Wilson  was 
once  a  portion  of  the  Mission  of  San 
Gabriel.  In  the  unconstitutional 
sale  of  the  niissions,  this  portion 
fell  to  Hugo  Uee<i  Mr,  Wilson 
bought  in  1S52,  of  Reed's  widow. 
There  were  tlieii  on  tiie  place  sev- 
eral  fruitful  trees,  which  are  still  in 
vigorous  bearing,  and  will  ke  for 
several  generations.  Mr.  Wilson 
has  industriously  and  intelligently 
addetl  to  tlieni;  not  at  any  great 
cost,  for  he  raised  his  tr'es  in  bis 
own  nuriery,  and  continúes  toraise 
thern,  so  that  he  has  tlieiD  always 
on  hand  witliout  expense. 

Now,  her»^  is  the  idea  that  I  want 
to  convey:  every   faindy    can    raii^e 
their  own  orange  trees  in  pots,  boxes 
or   in   seed  beds.     The   lady   of  the 
house,  herservant,  or  chililren,  can 
Water  thein,   and   with    care   three- 
year-old  trees  can    be    forced  to  the 
size  of  those  five   or- six   years  cdd, 
which  receive  ordinary  or   indlífer- 
ent  care.     The  trees  are  then  right 
at  hand  to    transplant,  without  in- 
jury  to  tap  root   or  fimbria,  which 
can  not  be   said  of  those    that  are 
dug  up  in  the  nur  ery,  hauled  adis- 
tance,  the   earth    shaken    from  the 
roots,  and    the    little   surface    roots 
killed    by  exposure   to   the    tttmos- 
phere.     There    is    no   necessity  for 
d'gging  i  ni  rúense   holes   to    receive 
theni,    ñor   for  removing  the  earth 
and  tilling    in    wiih  coinpost.     Our 
soil    as    a     general     tliing    is    rich 
enough.        Manure    will    come    in 
time,'  but    shoulíi    be    used    vvith 
judgnient     while     the     trees     are 
young     and      growitig.      The     ut- 
most  care  must  be  taken    that   the 
orange  tree  is  not  planted  too  deep. 
The    nutriment-giving    roots    must 
be  near  the  surface.     If  any  of   the 
barked    trunk    be  submerged,    the 
tree  will    languish    and    ultimately 
die. 

An  orange  orchard  must  not  be 
uiideitaken  as  a  speciaity  by  a  poor 
man  or  a  man  of  mo<lerate  means. 
It  snould  be  an  incident  to  the 
íarm,  garden  or  vineyard.  To  de- 
pend  opon  a  young  orange  orchard 
for  a  living  woulíl  try  the  purse  and 
patience  of  persons  moderately 
vvealthy.  I  have  nev^er  seen  a  tree 
bear  in  seven  years  from  the  seed. 
It  would  be  safer  to  place  the  pe- 
riod  at  twelve. 

I  am  satisíied  that  favored  locali- 
ties,  from  the  foot  of  the  Shasta 
mountains  to  the  boundary  line  be- 
low  "San  Diego,  will  produce  or- 
an ges.  Where  na  tu  re  does  not  give 
protection,  you  can  build  high 
board  fences,  or  plant  triple  rows  of 
cedar  or  other   forest   trees   around,
